On Submarine Losses 


Indicates Heavy Toll

Copenhagen, 
July . 2.—For many 
weeks, obviously in compliance with 
the orders of the government German 
newspapers have published no death 
notices l;rom the submarine service, 
from which conclusions regarding the 
number 
of 
submarines 
destroyed 
might be drawn. The monthly obituary 
tribute of, the Hamburg-American line 
to its employees who have been- lost, 
appears, however, wath eight out of 
twelve names ascribed to the navy. 
Nearly all were ot the mechanical 
personnel of the company and it is a 
fair presumption that they we're lost 
m the submarine 
campaign, because 
trained mechanics are not assigned to 
the marine 
forces in Flanders, and 
surface ships are little exposed to 
casualties. 


Recently the 'same 
proportion of 
casualties from other sources 
from 
which, the submarine personnel is 
drawn would indcate that

marine loss . is inconsistent with the 
admiralty losses.

on a lot or odds and ends in addition 
to finally 'disposing of the big flsh and 
game measure. 
While many laws favored 
by the 
administration were enacted by this 
legislature there were several which 
were urged by Governor Philipp and 
demanded in tne party platform which 
were defeated. To this class belonged 
bills for the short 
ballot, the legal- 
izing of the party convention and the 
"three-man 
board of control" for 
state institutions. 
One of the big accomplishments of 
the 
session 
was 
the 
passing of 
remedial insurance legislation. Prob- 
ably 
the most 
important of these 
measures was the Bennett bill which 
regulates fire insurance rates. 
An- 
other, which also carried out a plat- 
form 
promise, 
was 
the 
Everett 
measure, creating a workmen's com- 
pensation board to provide adequate 
fates for tms kind of Insurance. In 
addition there is a law to regulate in- 
surance companies writing workmen's 
liability risk so as to prevent dis- 
crimination and so safeguard 
their 
operations as to guarantee that-they 
will be solvent when the time comes 
to pay. A party pledge to enact ad- 
ditional health and sanitation 
legis- 
lation has 
been pretty thoroughly 
covered In nearly a score of new laws 
to broaden acts now in existence ,or 
to strengthen the powers of the state 
health board and its agents.

THE STAR-SPANGLED BANNER 


No patriotic song- hae a more thrilling or inspiring history than 


the national anthem of our country, "The Star-Spangled Banner." 
It was during the war of 1912, after the British had failed to reduce 
Fort McHeary. the defense of Baltimore, that Francis Scott Key, 
held prisoner by Lord Cockburn, the British Admiral, wrote the 
first lines of the "Star-Spangled Banner." Key had gone to the flag- 
ship under a flag of truce for the purpose of requesting the release 
of a friend .who was being held as a prisoner. The British Admiral 
had just completed his plans for the attack on Fort McHenry, and 
Instead of releasing Key's friend, made Key a temporary prisoner. 
The battle began on September 13, 1314, and lasted until the morn- 
ing of the following day. From his prison ship Key watched the 
progress of the bombardment hopeful but not confident that the 
"Stars and Stripes" would still wave above the fort when the battle 
ended. Now he would catch a glimpse of the flag for a. second as 
the smoke and fog cleared away, and then it would be hidden from 
view again as the British guns belched forth shot, flre and smoke. 
Night fell and the bombardment continued. Anxiously the prisoner 
peered through the darkness for a glimpse of the flag. For an in- 
stant, as a bomb or a rocket would burst perilously close to Its 
staff, he would Bee it, only to have darkness close in- again—and 
with darkness came uncertainty. The hours passed slowly, but 
Key remained at hie post watching, hoping against hope. Morning 
broke at last, and above the fort "Old Glory" still floated defiantly 
In the breeze. The British had failed, and withdrew. It was then 
that Key, on the inspiration of the moment, put down the first llnee 
or notes from which he later wrote the "Star-Spangled Banner." 
A week later the verses were published in a Baltimore paper, under 
the title of "The Defense of Fort McHenry." 
A short time later 
they were set to the tune of the.old air, "To Ancreon in Heaven," 
and were taken up at once by the troops camped in Baltimore, and 
from that time the song grew in popularity until today it is arlven 
first place among our national songs. 


BATTLE HYM27 OF THE REPUBLIC. 


Julia Ward Howe wrote the "Battle Hymn of the Republic" In 
a moment of intense inspiration. It was while she was on a visit 
to Washington in 1862. She was impressed by the troops guarding 
the city. One night she awoke from her slumber to find herself 
weaving together the lines of a poem. She arose and set this an- 
them down on paper. Today the "Battle -Hymn of the Republic" 
"inspires Americans as few others do. The tune is that of "John 
frown's Body." 


HAIL COLUMBIA 


"Hail Columbia" Is the oldest patriotic song of the 
United 
States. The words were written In 1798 by Joseph Hopkinson, a 
Philadelphia lawyer, and its music dates back to Washington's in- 
auguration in 1789. 
Although Hopkinson was the author of the 
verses, it was an actor who first conceived the idea. In. J798 France 
and England were at war and feeling in th» United States ran 
high as to -which side we should, take. 
Gilbert, a Philadelphia 
player, sujrpested to Hopkinson that he write patriotic verses 
which might be set to the then popular "President's March." 
In 
writing the verses Hopkinson attempted to portray the true Amer- 
ican spirit. His success in doing this was proven when the sons 
was first rendered at a Philadelphia theatre. It was received with 
great enthusiasm and found favor with those of British and French 
sentiment alike. During the season President Adams and his cab- 
inet attended the theatre in a body to hear it. The music of "Hail 
Columbia" originally known as "The President's March," was writ- 
ten by a composer named Phyla and was first played in 17S9. 


THE BATTLE CRY OF FREEDOM 


„„„ The Battle Cry of Freedom was written by Georgp F. Root in 


1S61. 
President Lincoln had just issued his second call for troops 
and Root was impressed by the significance of the proclamation. 
He caugHt the spirit of the hour and there began to evolve in his 
mind a rallying song. In an outburst of patriotic fervor he con- 
ceived the words and music of the song and it was presented to th" 
public the following day. It spread throughout the country as If 
Impelled by some magnetic influence 
and did much to swell the 
ranka of the army. 
On one occasion It is said to have been the 
deciding- factor in a battle. 


COLUMBIA, THE GEM OF THE OCEAN 


The authorship of "Columbia, the Gem of the Ocean" has lone: 
been in dispute. 
While the idea is said to have originated with 
David T. Shaw, if. is believed that it was 
actually written by 
Thomas a'Becket in 1843. 


DIXIE'S LAND 


The version of "Dixie" which is best known is the composition 
of Dan. B. Emmett, a well known minstrel of year? gone by, and 
was first sung in New York in I860. Another version of the song 
which was used during the Civil War by the South, was written by 
General Albert Pike, a Confederate officer. The tune is thought 
to be that of an old negro melody.
